No. 119/E. — A combined examination for selection of candidates for entry 
into the Military Wing of the Armed Forces Academy and the Air Force Academy 
of the Royal Indian Air Force for the courses commencing in July 1950 will be 
held by the Federal Public Service Commission at Allahabad, Bombay, Calcutta 
Delhi, Madras and Nagpur sometime in February 1950. 

2. Candidates who qualify at the written examination announced by the Com 
mission will be required to appear before a Services Selection Board which wilt 
make recommendations to the Government of India for the linal selection of 
candidates for admission to the Military Wing of the Academy and for traininp 
for officer ranks of the R.I.A.F, 


8. The number of vacancies to be offered for entry into the Academy and to 
tib« Air Forces Academy of the R.I.A.F, will be as follows:— 

Army 160 

R. I. A. F. 75 


Candidates should indicate in the application form their order of preference 
if they wish to compete for both the Army and the R.I.A.F. Due consideration 
will be given to the preference expressed by a candidate at the time of his 
application but the Government of Indin reserve the right to assign him to either 
service for which he may be found more suitable. 

4. Civilian candidates for admission to this examination must have been bom 
(1) not earlier than 2nd July 1929 and not later than 1st July 1932 for the Army 
(ii) not earlier than 2nd July 1929 and not latter than 1st January 1988 for the 
R.I.A.F. 

5. Personnel serving in the Army who wish to compete for admission to the 
Military Wing must have been bom not earlier than 2nd July 1926 and not later 
than 1st July 1982. 

Note. 1. — (Thia concession ie not admissible to Civilian personnel employed In Defence 
Services nor to Ex-service men nor to personnel serving in the Royal Indian Air Force.) 

Note, 2, — Candidates possessing "A” flying license and born not earlier than 2nd July 
1926 and not later than 1st January 1933 are eligible to apply for entry into the Air Force 

Academy of the Royal Indian Air Foroa. 

The age limits can in no case be relaxed.

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6. Candidates must be unmarried males and either; — 

(a) ^Nationals of the .Dominion ot India by birth or by domicile, or 

(b) Subjects ot rulers ot Indian States which have acceded to the Doipinion 

oi India, or 

(c) Gurkha subjects oi Nepal, or 

(d) 1 Others in whose Xavour a declaration of eligibility may be issued by 

the Government of India. 

’•‘iVofe (ij. —Persona v\hu v.oie domiciled in Pakistan areas, but have migrated to IncM* 
ibefoie tiie 30th September, 1948 i with the intention of permanently settling down in India, 
will be treated as persona of Indian domicile. 

\Note (ii), — Candidates in this category will not be admitted to the Academy until th* 
■declaration of eligibility has been issued in their favour, 

7. Candidates should be medically tit in all respects for service in any part 
■of the world. The standards of medical fitness are shown in Annexures 1 and 2 
to Appendix I. 

A number of qualified candidates are rejected subsequentlj on medical 
grounds. Candidates are therefore advised in their own interest to get them- 
selves medically examined before applying, to avoid rejection at the final Btage. 

8. Candidates must undertake not to marry until they complete their full 
itraining. A candidate who marries subsequent to the date of his application, 
though successful at this or any subsequent examination, will not be selected 
for training and a candidate who marries whilst under training shall be discharged, 
and will be liable to refund all expenditure incurred on him bv the Government. 
'Commissioned officers of the G. D. Branch of the Royal Indian Air Force will 
not be eligible for allotment of married accommodation before they complete 
minimum of three years service, or before they attain the age of 25 whichever ia 
earlier. Commissioned officers of the Army will not be eligible for allotment of 
married accommodation before they attain" the age of 25. 

9. Candidates must have passed:— 

(a) the Matriculation Examination of a recognised Indian University 

(including the Matriculation Certificate of East Punjab University 
for social service) ; or 

(b) an examination accepted by any Buoh University as equivalent to a 

Matriculation Examination for the purpose of admission to a 
University course; or 

(c) the Cambridge School Certificate Examination; or 

(d) any other examination which may be recognised by the Federal Public 

Service Commission as equivalent to the above; or 

must possess one of the following certificates: — 

i(e) the Indian Army Special Certificate of Education; 

i(f) the Certificate issued by the Inter-Provincial Board for Anglo-Indian 
and European Education to 0th Standard students who join the 
Forces ;

Polytechnic; 
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(i) the 10th class certificate from a Higher Secondary School in Delhi/ 

Simla ; 

(j) Junior examination of the Jamia Millia Manna, Delhi, in the case of 

bona fide resident students of the Jamia only; 

(k) Bengal (Science) School Certificate; 

(l) Bombay School Leaving Examination (without any condition) ; 

i(m) the Itoyal Indian Air Force Education Test for re-olassification to 
Leading Aircraftsman; 

,(n) the Anglo Vernacular School Leaving Certificate (Burma) with 
eligibility for University Course; 

(o) the Burma High School Final Examination Certificate with eligibility 

for University Course; 

(p) European High School Examination held by the Provincial Govern- 

ments ; 

'(q) Ceylon Senior School Certificate Examination; 

i (r) B-ombay Secondary School Certificate Examination with eligibility for 
University Course; 

t(s) School Leaving Certificate of the Government or Nepal; 

(t) High School Examination Certificate of the University or Rajputana. 

10. A candidate must satisfy the Federal Public Service Commission and 
tthe appointing authority that he is suitable in all respects for admission to the 
^Military Wing of the Armed Forces Academy or the Air Force Academy of the 
ER.I.A.F. 

11. The decision of the Federal Public Service Commission as to the eligibility 
■ or otherwise of a candidate shall be final. 

12. No candidate shall be admitted to the examination unless he holds a 
^certificate of admission from the Federal Public Service Commission. 

18. Any attempt on the part of a candidate or his relatives /friends to enlist 
^support for his application will disqualify him for admission. 

14. The maximum number of candidates to be admitted to the examination 
■may in the discretion of the Government of Tndia be limited to such number as 
-the Government of India may decide. If a limit is imposed and the number of 
• candidates exceeds that limit, the Federal Public Service Commission shall 
(select frorp among the applicants those who shall be admitted to the exami- 
rnation and shall have regard in so doing to the suitability of the applicants for 
admission to the Academy or the Air Force Academy of the R.I.A.F. 

15. The examination will be conducted by the Federal Public Service Com- 
( mission in the manner prescribed in Appendix II to the Notification. 

10. The Federal Public Service Commission shall prepare a list of candidates 
in order of their merit as disclosed by the aggregate marks awarded to each 1 
candidate at the written examination. Candidates who obtain qualifying marks 
at the written examination shall appear before a Services Selection Board. 
Candidates to be acceptable should secure the minimum qualifying marks both 
in the written examination and Services Selection Board interview. Subject to 
this condition, they will then lie placed in the order of merit on the basis of the 
total marks secured. The final selection for admission to the Armed Forces 
Academy and the Air Force Academy will be made in order of merit depending 
on the number of vacancies for each course. 
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Candidates will appear before the Services Selection Gouda, and undergo 
the teats thereat, at their own risk and will not bo entitled to claim any compen- 
sation or other relief from Government in respect of any injury which they may 
sustain in the course of or as a result of any of the tests given to them at a 
Services Selection Board, whether due to the negligence of any person or other- 
wise. Candidates will be required to sign a certificate to this effect on the form 
appended to this notification. 

17. Candidates finally selected by Services Selection Board for the Army will, 
undergo a course of training up to 2 years at the Military Wing of the Armed 
forces Academy. Civilian candidates will be enrolled under the Indian Army 
Act as ‘gentlemen cadets'. Gentlemen cadets will be dealt with for ordinary 
disciplinary purposes under the rules and regulations of the Academy. 

18. Candidates finally selected for the R.I.A P. will be admitted to the 
li.I. A.F. Training Establishments and undergo training for a period of 18 
months. 

19. Commissions will be granted only on successful completion of training. 
The date of commission will be that following the date of successful completion^ 
of training. Commission in the Army will be permanent. In the case of R.I.A.F. 
70 per cent, of cadets successfully completing flying training will be granted* 
permanent commissions. The remainder will be granted short service commis- 
sions. 

20. While the cost of training including accommodation, books, uniforms, 
hoarding and medical treatment, will be borne by Government, candidates will) 
he expected to meet their pocket expenses themselves. These expenses are nob 
likely to exceed Rs. 60 p.m, In cases, however, where cadets’ parents/ 
guardians are unable to meet wholly or partly, even this expenditure, financial 
assistance will be granted by Government. 

21. Candidates when called up for interview by a Services Selection Board or 
for subsequent training will be eligible for T.A. and D.A. in accordance with the 
rules then in force. Candidates who have previously been before a Services- 
Selection Board for the same type of Commission are not entitled to 
T. A. and D. A. on subsequent oooasions. 

22. Pay and allowances, pension, loave and other conditions of service after 
the grant of commission, will be identical with those applicable from time to time 
to regular officers of the service in which they are commissioned. 

23. No candidate will normally be permitted to resign whilst under training. 
A civilian candidate who is not considered suitable to complete the full course 
of training may with the permission of Army Headquarters or Air Headquarters 
(India), as the case may he, be discharged. An Army candidate under these 
oircumstances will be reverted to his Regiment or Corps. 

24. An outfit allowance at the rates and under tho general conditions applicable' 
at the time for each cadet belonging to the Military Wing will be placed at the 
disposal of the Commandant of the Training Institution. The unexpended portion 
of this allowance will be: — - 

(i) handed over to the cadet on his being grafted a commission; or 
(ii) if he is not granted a commission, refunded to the State. 

On being granted a commission, articles of clothing and necessaries purchased 
from this allowance shall become the personal property of the cadet. Such 
articles will, however, be withdrawn from a cadet who resigns whilst under

training or who is removed or withdrawn prior to commissioning. The articles 
withdrawn will be disposed of to the best advantage of the state. 

Air Force cadets will be issued with a complete scale of kit on entry. This 
kit will be treated as public property and will be withdrawn when a cadet is 
either commissioned or not otherwise retained in the service.

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8. The candidate's height will be measured as follows: — 

He will be placed against the standard with his feet together, and the 
weight thrown on the heels and not on the toeB or outer 6ides of the feet. He 
will stand erect without rigidity and with the heels, calves, buttocks and 
shoulders touching the standard; the chin will be depressed to bring the vertex 
of the head level under the horizontal bar, and the height will be recorded in 
Inches and parts of an inch to quarters. 

4. The candidate’s chest will be measured as follows: — 

He will be made to stand erect with his feet together, and to raise his arms 
over his head. The tape will be so adjusted round the chest that its upper 
edge touches the inferior angles of the shoulder-blades behind, and its lower 
edge the upper part of the nipples in front. The arms will then be lowered to 
hang loosely by the side, and care will be taken that the shoulders are not thrown 
upwards or baokwards so as to displace the tape The candidate will then be 
directed to take a deep inspiration several times, and the maximum expansion 
of the chest will be carefully noted.

In recording the measurements, fractions of less than half an inch should 
not be noted. 

6. The candidate will also be weighed, and his weight recorded in pound*. 
Fractions of a pound should not be noted. 

0 The examination for determining the acuteness of vision includes two 
tests; one for distant, the other for near vision, The Army Test Types will bo 
used for the test for distant vision, without glasses at a distance of 20 feet, and 
for the test for near vision without glasses, at auy distance selected by the 
candidate. The standards of the minimum acuteness of vision with which a 
candidate will be considered fit are as follows

Each eye must have a full field of vision as tested by hand movements. 


Squint or any morbid condition of the eyes or of the lids of either eye liable 
to the risk of aggravation or recurrence will cause the rejection of the candidate. 
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Each eye will be examined separately, and the lids kept wide open during 
the test. 

Inability to distinguish the principal colours will not be regarded as cause for 
rejection but the fact will be noted in the proceedings and the candidate in- 
formed. 

The degree of acuteness of vision of all candidates for commissions will be 
entered in the proceedings in the following manner : —

No relaxation of the standard of vision will be allowed. 

7. The following additional points will them be observed:^ 

(a) That his hearing is good and there is no sign of ear disease. 

( b ) That his speech is without impediment. 

(0) That his teeth are in good order. He must have 10 sound teeth in 

the upper jaw functionally opposed to 10 sound teeth in 
the lower jaw. Two of these teeth in each jaw must be molar*. 
Well-filled teeth will be considered as sound. 

(d) That his chest is well formed and that his lungB and heart are sound. 

(e) That he is not ruptured. 

(f) That he does not suffer from a severe degree of varicocele* or varicose 

veins. A candidate who haB been successfully operated on will 
be accepted. 

{ g ) That his limbs are well formed and developed. 
iji) That there is free and perfect motion of all joints. 

(1) That his feet and toes are well formed. 

(k) That he does not suffer from any inveterate skin disease. 

{ l ) That he has no congenital malformation or defect. 

(m) That he does not bear traces of preivous acute or chronic disease 

pointing to an impaired constitution. 

(n) That he has been vaccinated successfully (or twice unsuccessfully!) 

within the last five years. 

'•‘Severe varicocele is defined bjj follow* : — 

(1) Where the mass of veins ie «o great that it hang* down in front of the te*tiole when 

the candidate stands np. 

(2) , If the cord is enlongaled to »uch an extent that the testicle hang* at a level 

obviously lower than normal, of course allowing for the fact that the left testicle 
is usually at a lower level than the right. 

(3) If there is atrophy to such an extent that the affected testicle is estimated at less 

than half of the bulk of gland on the sound side. 

(4) Undescended testicle should only he considered a disqualification when situated 

within the inguinal canal, or at the external ring.

(2) Precis Writing. A passage of 800 to 850 words may be given, 

(3) Letter Writing. Narration, Description and Dialogue writing, 

(4) Questions on synonyms, antonyms, idiomatic use of words and phrases 

and common errors, if necessary, to be split into parts. 

(5) Parts of Speech; Simple analysis; syntax and direct and indirect 

speech. 

Note . — Questions one and two will be compulsory. Alternative questions may be met «* 
far as question* 3, 4 and 5 are concerned. The object of the paper in to teat the candidate’*- 
ability to write the Engliah language correctly. Account will be taken of arrangement, 
subject matter, general expression and command of English, 

General Knowledge and Current Affairs. — Question will be set on the 
general geography of the world with particular reference to India, Indian 
History, everyday science and current affairs. 

MATHEMATICS I 

Arithmetic — Candidates should be familiar with the British Metric and 
Indian systems of weight and measures and with the monetary systems of 
pounds, shillings and pence; rupees, annas and pies. 

Unitary method ; vulgar decimal fractions and the extraction of square 
roots ; proportion and proportional parts ; calculation of averages, percentage, 
simple and compound interest; profit and loss; stocks and shares. Elementary

mensuration; candidates will be required to know' simple formulas for determin- 
ing volumes and areas associated with the rectangular block, the oircular 
cylinder, and the sphere. 

Candidates may be required to give results to a specified degree of approxi- 
mation, but the use of contracted methods of multiplication and division is not 
essential; the use of logarithms will be allowed unless forbidden in certain 
questions, 

MATHEMATICS II 

Algebra. — Elementary algebraic operations; formulae expressing arithmetical 
generalisation ; change of subject of a formula; factors, fractions. The UBe of 
fractional and negative indices and the elementary theory of logarithms. 
Solution of linear equations involving not more than two unknowns and quadratic 
equations involving only one unknown ; the solution of simultaneous equations, 
one linear and one quadratic, involving two unknowns; and simple problems, 
loading to such equations. The use of the remainder theorem; ratio and! 
proportion; variation. Graphs and their simple applications. 

Note . — In all calculation* student* will be permitted to use logarithmic) table*. 

Geometry. — The paper in Geometry will contain questions on Practical and 
Theoretioal Geometry, 

The questions on practical Geometry will be set on the constructions con- 
tained in Soheudle A, together with easy extensions of them. In oases where 
the validity of a construction is not obvious, the reasoning by which it is justified 
be required. Every candidate must provide himself with a ruler graduated 
In inches and tenths of an inch, and in centimetres and millimetres, a set square, 
a protractor, compasses, and a fairly hard pencil. All figures must be drawn 
accurately and distinctly. Questions may be set in which the use of the sot 
square or of the protractor is forbidden. 

The questions on Theoretical Geometry will consist of theorems contained 
In Schedule B, together with questions upon these theorems, easy deduction* 
from them, and arithmetical illustrations. Any proof of a proposition will be 
accepted which appears to the examiners to form part of a systematic treat- 
ment of the subject; the order in which the theorems are stated in Schedule B 
is not imposed as a sequence of their treatment. In the proof of theorems and 
deductions from them, the use of hypothetical constructions will be permitted..
